SOME NEW PYGMIES 


BRITISH exploring party, sent out 
by the Ornithologists’ Union to 
explore ‘the mountain regions in 

Duteh New Guinea, has discovered, in- 
stead of. birds, a new tribe of human 
pygmies. These curious little folks, 
known to the anthropologist as, ne- 
gritos, appear to be more widely scat- 
tered over the earth’s surface than wus 
at first supposed, They are now known 
to exist in the Andaman Islands, the 
Malay Peninsula, and the Philippines. 
The new “New Guinea tribes are re- 
vorted as about four feet three inches 
in height, perfectly. tormed—that’ is, 
not defoymed dwarfs, but simply minia: 
ture human beings—with frizzly (or, 
to be ultra-scientifie, ulotrichous) hair, 
in ‘pepper corn tufts,’’ and the typical 
stove-blacking skin of the whole pyg- 
my race, The nose is unusually broad. 
They are shy, but friendly and hospit- 
able, after their confidence is won, 
The pygmies everywhere appear to be 
nomadic, and, like all nomads, depend 
for their living chiefly upow huating 
and fishing. Their weapons are poison- 
ed arrows, which they shoot from bows 
and a primitive form or spring gun. The 
poison is obtained from the upas tree 
or some related plant, avait 
It appears, according to A. (.’ Hade 
don, that previous travelers in New 
Guinea have noted indications of pyg- 
my tribes in several regions—-in the 
shape of occasional: individuals, of me- 
dium. stature, presenting a mixture of 
negrito and  papnan characteristics. 
‘*The English expedition has now dis- 
covered,’’ writes Dr; Haddon, ‘‘a pyg- 
my population ‘ ‘Netherlands’ New 
Guinea, which, presumably, is allied to 
that inhabiting German ,New Guiuea,’! 
Regarding the geographical distritution 
of pygmies, lie quotes some interesting 
statements of Rascher regarding their 
existence in New Britain. They are} 
said to live in elefts in the rocks, and 
to steal fruit from the neighboring gar- 
dens. ‘‘They are ‘so tiny that one 
stands on the shoulders of another, and 
so on until they reach the fruit,’ The

Pain may be influenced—either made 
better’ or worse—in a number of ways.

Electrical and chemical stimull, ete. 
_ If an organ is diseased in any way, 
it usually gives pain, if it is ‘deprived 
of its firm support. The organs of the 
body are packed in rather loosely, and 
they give ‘pain if deprived of their rest- 
ing place. So, the first thing to do, 
after a pain is located, is to find what 
position gives the greatest relief, and 
maintain it. ; 

Pain generally becomes more intense 
upon motion,. Quiet and rest’ are the 
great means of relieving pain, © If 
touch, pressure, etv., occasion pain, 
they should, of course, be prevented, 
and all clothes whieh press upon those 
‘parts should be removed, | 

Food has a great influence upon pain 
without most people being at all aware 
of that fact. The chief cause of pain 
induced by food is that too much food 
has been eaten, and this food, aceumu- 
lating in the body, presses upon cer- 
tain nerves, and so causes the pain. > 

The great means of relieving sue} 
pain is to restrict the food for 2 few 
days,. Drink large quantities of water, 
eat frit and very little else.

THE INVENTION OF THE 
-THERMOMETER 
T was not until the eighteenth cen- 
tury that the thermometer appear- 
ed. Among those who. failed in 
their attempts to devise a heat-and-cold 
measurer were the noted Halley. and 
the great Sir Tsaae Newton... These 
scientists endeavored to supply the 
needed instrument by means of tubes 
containing oil, spirits of wine, ete., but 
to no avail, It was reserved to one 
Gabriel Daniel Fahrenheit, an obscure 
und poor man living at Danzig, to.give 
the world its themometer, 

Fahrenheit had failed as a merchant 
and, possessing a taste for chemistry 
und mechanics, turned his attention -to 
the problem of the thermometer.. Dur- 
ing his first series of experiments he 
used aleohol, but he soon became con- 
vinced that mereury. was a more suit- 
able substance to use in the tube. ~ 

It was about 1720, at Amsterdam, 
that Fahrenhejt turned out the mercury 
thermometer that has served as a model 
ever since, z 

From the beginning... Fahrenheit.’s |. 
plan was to indicate on thé tube the two 
points at which water is.congealed and 
boiled, respectively, and to graduate 
the \space between, His first was an 
arbitrary marking, beginning at thirty- 
two degrees, since he had found that 
the mereury descended thirty-two de- 
grees more before coming to what he 


| deemed the extreme cold resulting from 


a mixture of ice, water, and sal am- 
moniac. 

It was not long before the Celsius of 
Stockholm suggested the more scientific 
graduation of one hundred degrees be- 
tween freezing and boiling points. This 
suggestion: resulted in the centigrade 
thermometer. Another investigator, one 
Reaumur, came forward with another 
scheme of graduation of eighty degrees, 
the-one that is’ accepted by the French, 
Despite the conclusions of Celsius and 
Reaumur, however, the Fahrenheit 
scale, on which the freezing and boil- 
ing points are marked 32 and 212 de- 
grees, respectively, holds its own 
throughont a great part of the world,
